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Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present 
invention relates to CDMA2000 mobile networks, and more particularly to the 
interaction between always on mobile data devices and third generation CDMA2000 
networks. 

The prior art of record in combination or alone fails to teach or suggest these 
elements of independent claim 29 in combination with other elements. For example, 
independent claim 29 has claim limitations such as providing information about the 
plurality of networks in a preferred roaming lost, the preferred list comprising a plurality 
of preference criteria associated with each of the plurality of networks, and a list of 
service features supported by mobile data device, waiting until the new network needs 
to be acquired, identifying which of the plurality of networks support a first one of the 
plurality of preference criteria by inspecting the first one of the plurality of preference 
criteria of each of the plurality of networks in the preferred roaming list, and selecting 
the new network from the identified networks, starting a search for the selected new 
network. For the above reasons independent claim 29 and its dependent claims 30-33, 
35-36 are allowed. 

2. Claims 29-33, 35-36 (now renumbered 1-7) are allowed.
